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PREFACE. 


These  Lessons  are  the  second  in  the  series  of  lessons 
originally  contemplated  by  the  writer. 

They  are  based  upon  the  same  general  idea  as  those  in 
First  Lessons,  viz. :  the  gradual  and  progressive  formation  of 
ientences  methodically  constructed  ;  with  the  introduction,  from 
;  ime  to  time,  of  such  phrases  oi'  parts  of  language  as  are 
leemed  most  advantageous. 

The  language  lessons  are  simple,  designedly  .so;  while,  at 
he  same  time,  more  difficult  elements  are  introduced  as  the 
i)upil  is  supposed  to  progress. 

The  book  is  designed  as  an  au.xiliary  in  the  school-room, 
'Oth  for  pupil  and  teacher,  and  is  believed  to  embrace  what 
(lay  profitably  be  acquired  during  the  second  year  by  the  more 
intelligent  puj)il. 

The  gratifying  success,  which  has  followed  the  introduction 
ind  use  of  the  Ftrst  Lessons,  leads  the  author  to  believe  that 
le  lessons  in  the  Primary  Reader  will  also  commend  them- 
I'lves  to  favorable  notice,  and  be  the  means  of  advancing  the 
iterests  of  deaf-mute  instruction. 


TO  THE  TEACHER. 


While  these  lessons  are  intended  for  one  year's  course  ( 
study,  tliey  by  no  means  include  all  that  should  be  taught  : 
the  school-room.  In  fact,  the  lessons  are  defective,  and  tl 
teacher  will  find  many  omissions  under  the  lieads  of  tlie  di 
ferent  sections,  which  his  forethought  and  tact  will  lead  hi 
to  supply. 

The  lessons  are,  indeed,  but  the  landmarks  to  guide  tl 
teacher  through  the  wilderness  of  words  and  elements  of  la 
guage  —  a  needed  lielp  which  mo.st  leacliers  will  be  w^illii 
to  admit. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  at  tlie  end  of  each  sectional  divisi( 
there  are  Eeview  Questions  on  the  preceding  les.sons,  which 
will  be  well  for  the  teacher  to  enlarge  upon  as  his  own  jud 
ment  may  suggest;  in  all  cases  requiring  the  pupil  to  wri 
out  a  full  answer,  including  the  question,  so  as  to  form 
complete  .sentence. 

The  verb,  with  its  more  difficult  modifications,  has  be 
particularly  dwelt  upon,  a  necessity  which  any  teacher  of  e 
perience  will  at  once  recognize. 

It  may  be  thought  that  too  great  difficulties  have  been  pi 
sented  at  this  early  stage  of  pupilage;  yet  all  the.se  difficult 
have  to  be  met  with,  and,  if  possible,  overcome;  and  it 
believed  that  the  pupil  should  become  familiar  with  the  mc 
difficult  forms,  even  if  he  can  not  fully  comprehend  the,

John's  mother  sent  him  a  pair  of  woolen 
mittens.    He  wore  them  in  the  winter. 

Gentlemen  and  ladies  wear  kid  gloves. 
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Farmers  raise  cattle,  tiogs,  and  slieej). 
They  raise  corn,  Avheat,  oats,  and  otliei- 
things. 

A  farmer  usually  keeps  a  flock  of  sheep. 
Has  your  father  a  flock  of  sheep? 

How  many  sheep  are  there  in  a  flock? 
There  are  more  than  a  hundred  sheep  in 
a  large  flock.    It  is  not  easy  to  count  them. 

A  man  had  a  flock  of  lifty  sheep.  One 
night  a  bad  dog  came  and  killed  several 
of  the  sheep.  The  man  took  his  gun  and 
shot  the  dog.  It  was  right  to  shoot  the 
clog  for  killing  the  sheep. 


A  farmer  usually  keeps  several  hogs. 
Hoo-s  are  fattened  in  the  fall  with  corn. 

Droves  of  hogs  are  driven  to  market. 
We  see  loads  of  hogs  passing  in  the  cars. 

The  flesh  of  a  hog  is  called  pork.  Some 
people  do  not  like  pork;  others  do. 

Hams  and  bacon  are  made  of  pork. 
How  are  they  made?  They  are  salted  and 
smoked. 

Are  you  fond  of  ham  and  eggs  ?  A  slice 
of  ham,  with  fried  eggs,  makes  a  very  good 
breakfast,  indeed. 
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Bread  is  made  of  flour.  Flour  is  made 
ft'om  wheat.  A  farmer  takes  a  bag  of  wheat 
to  the  mill.  The  miller  grinds  the  wheat 
into  fine,  white  flour.  The  miller  carries 
the  bag  of  flour  on  his  shoulder.

A  strong  man  can  lift  a  barrel  of  flour.

The  skins  of  the  cow,  the  sheep,  and  the 
horse  are  made  into  leather. 

The  feathers  of  geese,  ducks,  and  hens 
are  used  for  making  beds. 

The  feathers  of  geese  are  much  better  for 
making  beds  than  those  of  ducks  and  hens. 

Wild  ducks  and  wild  geese  are  often  shot 
by  hunters. 
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Ducks  and  geese  have  webbed  feet,  and 
can  swim  easily  and  fast. 

The  eggs  of  ducks  and  of  turkeys  are 
often  hatched  by  hens. 

Young  ducks  can  swim  as  soon  as  they 
are  hatched. 

Turkeys  and  hens  are  very  useful  fowls. 
They  roost  on  trees,  on  fences,  and  in  the 
hen-house.  They  fly  up  to  roost  as  soon 
as  it  gets  dark. 

Guinea  hens  are  not  like  other  hens. 
They  are  noisy  fowls,  and  somewhat  wild. 


Cows,  horses,  dogs,  and  cats  are  called 
domestic  animals,  because  they  live  about 
the  house  and  barn. 

Ducks,  geese,  and  hens  are  domestic 
fowls. 

Some  animals,  such  as  foxes,  wolves,  and 
bears,  kill  and  eat  other  animals.  They 
are  called  beasts  of  prey. 

Eagles,  hawks,  and  owls  are  birds  of 
iprey.    They  kill  and  eat  other  animals. 

Beasts  of  prey  and  birds  of  prey  are  very 
itroublesome  to  farmers.  It  is  right  to  shoot 
and  kill  them.

Squirrels  and  raccoons  are  found  in  the 
woods.  Squirrels  are  much  more  numerous 
than  raccoons. 

Raccoons  are  seldom  seen  in  the  day- 
time. They  are  hunted  at  night  by  men 
and  boys  with  dogs. 

Owls  and  bats  fly  about  at  night.  We 
do  not  often  see  them  in  the  day-time. 

Owls  are  troublesome  because  they  catch 
the  farmers'  chickens.  They  also  catch  and 
eat  rats  and  mice. 

Hawks  and  crows  are  both  troublesome 
birds.    Hawks  catch  hens,  but  crows  do  not. 


Men  and  boys  work  out  of  doors,  but 
women  and  girls  work  in-doors. 

Sometimes  women  and  girls  work  in  the 
fields  to  help  the  men. 

They  usually  go  to  work  as  soon  as  they 
have  eaten  breakfast. 

Oats,  rye,  wheat,  and  corn  are  raised  by 
farmers.    They  are  all  useful  kinds  of  grain. 

Oats  and  corn  are  fed  to  horses,  but  wheat 
and  rye  are  made  into  flour  and  used  for 
making  bread. 
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There  are  many  kinds  of  fruits  and  veg- 
etables in  the  fields  and  orchards. 

The  most  common  kinds  of  fruits  are 
apples,  peaches,  pears,  plums,  and  cherries. 

How  many  kinds  of  berries  do  you  know

Farmers  and  gardeners  raise  many  kinds 
of  vegetables  for  market.  They  raise  pota- 
toes, cabbages,  beets,  onions,  turnips,  and 
many  other  kinds.

Many  kinds  of  fruits  do  not  gTOW  here. 
They  are  brought  here  from  the  south. 

Oranges,  lemons,  bananas,  and  pine-apples 
are  called  tropical  fruits.  They  grow  in  the 
far  south,  in  the  tropics. 

Sometimes  oranges  are  very  plenty,  and 
sometimes  they  are  scarce.  When  they  are 
plenty,  we  can  buy  a  dozen  for  twenty-five 
cents. 

You  can  usually  buy  three  bananas  for 
a  quarter  of  a  dollar;  sometimes  for  less 
money.
